‘Tux Calcutta Medical College Session, 1888-89, will commence on tho 23rd June next, 
Btudents who may bo desirous of commencing thoir studies are requested to apply to the 
Principal between the hours of 1! a.u. and 4 r.m. on or before that date. 

2, Ton freo presentations will then be uwarded. Thes» aro givon to atudonts according 
to their relative position in the University, B.A., B.L., and F A. Examinations, preference 
being given to those who have pussed the highest examination. 

3. No person shall be enrolled ag a matriculated student who has not proviously passed 
the First Arts Uxamination of the Calcutta University, or o preliminary Arts Examination of 
the United Kingdom recognised by the British Genoral Medical Couneil. 


4, All matriculated students of the College shall pay Ra, 15 on entrance, Rs. 30 for 
the summer session on the 23rd Juno, and Ks. 80 for tae winter session on 1s: November of 
each year. 

Mahomedan students are required to pay Rs. 15 on entrance and one-third fee, ie, 
Re. 10 per sossion, The remaining two-third fees aro charged to the Moshin Fund. 


5, Any matriculated student of the College may, with the permission of the Principal 
and the Professor of the subject, attend courses of lectures or departntents of hospital practica 
in addition to the full eurricalom for the year, and shall be entitled to certificates of atton- 
dance at such extra loctures, if the Professor is satisfied that he or she has really studied the 
subject. ‘Ihe fees payuble iu advance for such additional courses are the following :—

6, Any matriculated atudent who leaves the Colloga before completing his University 
course, with the object of continuing his studies at a Medical School iu Hurope, may receive 
certificates of attendance at lectures on paymont of fees at the rate fized in the foreguing rule. 
But in caiculating the sam to bo «a pad, the amount of the foes already paid by him as a 
regular student, or in the case of a free student, the smovnt which would have been paid 
by him had he been « paying student, shall be deducted. 

7. Any person not being o matriculated stadent of the College, who wishes to attend 
eny course of lectures, or any department of hospital practice, may do so with the permission 
of the Principal and Professor of the subject, on payment, in advance, of fees at the rates 
fixed in rule 5. Ifhe hos passed the Entrance Examination of the University, ho shall 
receive certificates of attendance at lectures, If ho has not passed the Entrance Examina- 
tion he shell receive no class certificates. 


8. College scholarships, prizes and certificates of honour are open for competition 
only to matriculated students of the Collego, Hospitel Apprentice and Female Certificate 
clasees, ‘ 

9. Junior scholarships of He. 8 per mensom und free tuition for one year are annually 
awarded to 10 students of the 2nd and to 10 of the 3rd year, un the results of the first and 
wecond years’ Test and Honour Examinations respectively. 


10. Ten sonior scholarships of Rs, 12 por monsem and free tuition are sunually 
awarded {o students of the 4th year on the results on the University First Examination in 
Medicine. But thcse shall not be awarded to students who gain Doorga Churan Laha and 
Female Medical scholarships. These are tenable for two years. Failed students are not 
eligible for theso scholarships. 

Goodeve scholarship of Rs. 12 per mensem is annually awarded to students of the Sth 
year on tho result of the Midwifery Test Examination of the 4th year. 

F. ©. Chatierjec scholarship of Rs. 17 per mensem is annually awarded to tho best 
atadents in Histology at the end of the 4th year. 

‘Abdool Guuny sobolarsbip of Rs. 26 per mensem is aanually awarded to the best 
stadent at tho General Examinations of the lst to 4th year. 

Duke of Edinburgh’s prize is awarded to the best in Surgery at the end of the 5th year. 

Bhola Nath Bose’s prize of Rs, 40 is awarded to the best Clinical clerk in Surgery and 
Mediciue in ulternato years, 

A gold medal and certificates of honour are awarded to the best students in each subjcot.

Rules for the grant of leases of Government waste lands for the cultiva- 
tion of tea were first issued in 1875 for the district of Julpigoree only, 
and in 1878 they were revised and extended to the district of Darjeeling. 
Thore are also in forcein the district of Julpigoree rules for the grant of leases 
of arable lands, which were framed in 1875 on the basis of the Tea Lease 
Rules. In 1582, the Board of Revenue suggested to the Commissioner of the 
Rajshahye Division that both sets of rules should be recast so as to bring 
them into accord with recently issued orders and decisions, and Lord Ulick 
Browne accordingly took oevasion to propose aseries of amendments suggested 
by his local experience. None of these proposals were of financial importance, 
nor did they affect any general question of principle, and they were with slight 
modifications acecpted by Government, the Commissioner being subsequentiy 
requested to put them into the shape of draft rules. The draft prepared in 
eecordance with these instructions was submitted to Government in Novem. 
ber, 188, und published in the Caleufia Gazctle of the Ist December of 
that your, remarks and criticisms being invited up to the léth January 
following. 

Tue Lieutenant-Governor having duly considered, in consultation with 
the Board of Revenue and the local officers, such objections and observations 
as have been put forward, and having to some extent modified the original 
proposals in accordance therewith, is pleased to declare that, from the date 
of publication of this Kesclution in the Calewtla Gazelle, the rules published 
below will be adopted in supersession of all previous orders upon the subjects 
with which they deal. 

Persons already holiing tea or arable grants in these districts may have 
such grants brought under the operation of the new rules on intimating 
their desire in this respect to the Deputy Commissioner within six months 
from the date of the publication of these rules, bub no such application will 
be entertained unless the new rales are elected in their entirety.

Rules for the grant of leasee of Waste lands for Tea cultivation en the Distruts of Julprgoree 
and Darjeeling. 


PART I. 


Typ following rules for the grant of leasca for ten cultivation in tho distriats of Julpigoree 
and Darjeeling supersede all those previously passed :— 

1. The lands that are generally available under these rules in the digtrict of Julmgoiea 
are the unsettled unde, excepting reseryed forests, which he within that tract of country, 
bounded on the north Ly Darjeeling and Bhootan, west by the Testa river, south by the 
State of Cooch Behar, ovst hy the Sunkes river. Any lote of waste land belonging to Govern- 
ment, lying in any other parte of the district of Julpgoree, and which are not reserved for 
other purposes, may also be made availble for tea cultivation under these rules, 

‘The lands that are grnevally available jn the Darjeeling district lien the Kelimpong or 
Dahng sub-division of the district, east of the Teesta. They are im two blocks, bounded ae 
follows :— 


L—North —The Labah forest block. 


South—The Lehti, Noam, Pugo, and Mal forest blocks. 

West.—The Jeet Obu. 

East.—The Nim Chu to ite yunotion with the Chu Chu, then the Chu Chu to a 
point about $ mile hulow Ambiokb, then a line northwards up to the 
Ambiokh forest block, and thence southward tho boundary ‘of the 
Dalingkote foyest block and the Gooroobathan khas mebal: area about 
19°05 square miles, 


IL—WNorth.—The Mo forest block. 


West.—The East Nar block. 
South and South-west --The Mochu, up to its junction with the Khoomanee, 
East.~The Khoomance gad Rougo forest blovk : area about 8°90 aquere miles. 


2, The following lands will not ordinarily be availablo under these rules :-— 

(a).—Lands which, by a notification in the Calrutta Guzette, are held to constitute 
a reserve for the supply of timber, fuel, grazing, or any other article of 
general and publie consumption. 

(®).—Lands not included in the above category, but which now bear India-rubber 
trees or other valuable timber (such as stl, khair, chelownee, sissoo, &e.) in 
considerable quantities and in compact blocks or patches. 

(c).—Lands in ucspect of which any person of persons, or any village community, 
possess rights of occunancy, or such other mghts or privileges as render it 
Impolitic or unadvisable to grant such lands to any other person or persons 
for the purpose of tea cultivation. 

(d)—Lands lying within a distance of 60 feet on cither side from the centre of any 
public road or thoroughfare: provided that such rond or thoroughfare eball 

avo Leen conetrneted, or shall be kept in repair, from public fundg. 

(e).—Tande which the Local Government may at any time, by’ a notification in the 
Calcutta Gazette, expressly exempt from the operation of these rules. 


3, Every person, company, or association or promoter of a company or association, 
desirous of obtaining @ grant of Jand under these rules, must, in person oc by a duly autho- 
rized agent, present an application on stamped paper of the value of eight annas to the 
Deputy Commissioner of the dietmat jn which the land lies, 

4, The application must apecify— 

()—The name, oz names, and address or addresges, of the applicant, or apphcants, and 
of his or their authoized agent, if any. 

(2)-—The arpa, sitnacion, and boundaries of the land applied for os for as they can be 
aecertained withont a detailed survey. 

(o)--The partioulurs, if any, mbich may appear to the applicgnt to bing any part of 
{he land applied for within the exceptions mentioned in Rule 2, The applica 
tion must also estate whether the land, oy any part of st, 1p, or has ever 
bepn, pultivated jn any manner. 

&, Ewery lot applied for must ‘be compgot and capable of being enclosed in a ring- 
fence ; and if any part of the land toucbee on a public road or navigable mver, the length of 
suoh road or river frontage must not exceed one-half the breadth of the lot applied for. 

‘The exact boundaries will be settled by the Deputy Comminsioner, who will decide the 
point on a consideration of what is best in the public interests, 
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6, Not more than 800 acres will ordinarily bo granted to any one applicant, company, 
or association ; and when more than 800 acres are applied for, the applicant must set forth 
specially the grounds for such application, and give primd facie guarantees that he possestos 
the requisite capital for working such larger aren. 

The Deputy Commissioner may, when he has reason to believe it to be necessary, 
demand such a guaranteo when the area applied for docs not exceed 800 acres. 

If, upon proceeding to survey and map out the giant, the Vepaty Commissioner finds 
that it is desirable in the publio interests, or fur the sake of good boundaries, .to include a 
larger area than #00 acres within the area to be granted on the applicution, it shall be in 
his discretion, with the sanction of the Commis-oner, to grant to one applicant so much land, 
not exceeding 1,000 acres, us may be necessary to obtam good Loundarivs and to avoid 
waste, &c. 

7. All applieations for more than 801) acres will be forwarded by the Deputy Commi 
sioner to the Commissioner, who, if he deatres to recommend comphance therewith, will 
forward them to the Board of Revenue, who are empowered to sanction such granta up to 
# limit of 1,200 acres, and shall take the orders of Government upon applications for an 
Brea exceedin,: that amount. 

8. The holder of a grant of 800 acres shall not be debarred from applying for a second 
gtant if he has comphod with the clearance and other conditions of the preliminury lease 
i respect of the first grant. Tea lease-holders may obtain arable grants coutignous to ther 
tea lots, 

9. On teecipt of an anplieation for any area not exceeding 800 acres, the Depaty 
Commissioner mect eatisfy bimecli, as far as liisin his power, that the reqairements of 
the roles have heen complied with, If he considers thar the application showd be rojected 
he will record an order to that effect, giving his reasons for such rejection, An appeal will 
he from such order of rejection to the Commisciover of the Division, if preferred within 80 
days from the date of the order. If the Deputy Commissioner considers that an «pplication 
for such area as it is within hie power to grant should be entertained, or, in tho case of 
appheation for areas over 1,000 acter, when the orders of Government or the Board, as the vase 
may be, accepting the application, are received, the applicant or his ayent will be required wo 
deposir the estimated cust of the enquiry referred to in the next rule, aud the cost of survey 
and demarcation to be made as hereinafter provided, ‘Che amount t> be so deposited must be 
caleulated at one rupee per acre of the total area apphed for. If the area is found to be greater, 
the sum of one rupee per ucre must be paid on account of such excess area before a piclim- 
inary lease 1s yranted. 

Pay meuts under this rule do not cover the cost of erecting permanent boundary marke 
under Rule 24. 

Tu the event of the applicant withd:awing his application before any enguiry has beco 
made under Rule 1U, or in the event of its being found that the land has been previously 
apphed for, the avplica..t siall be entitled to u refund of the survey fee pad by lnm; bus in 
the latter case (t.¢, of the land having heen previously applied for) an enquiry fie at the rate 
of one anna per acre 1s to be deducted fiom the survey fue deposited, und the bulance 1s to be 
returned. 

If the cost of survey 1s uot paid within one month of demand, the applicution may be 
struck off, 

10. On receipt of thesum payable under the preceding rule, and of an agreement 
signed by the appleant, or by his authorized agent, to pay such further eum as may be 
required for the purposes above mentioned, the Deputy Commissioner will record an order 
appointing a tehsildar or other officer to visit the land and to make full and detailed enquires 
into ite condition and circumstances, 

V1. The general object of such enquiry shall be to ascertain whether or not the land 
applicd for can be granted under the rules in foree; but the Deputy Commissioner may 
instruct the officer making the enquiry tu furnish him with such other specific and detailed 
iniormation as may secm to him to be necessary. 

12. On completion of this enqairy, the officer making it will record the result thoreof, 
and submit a report for the orders of the Deputy Commissioner, If the Deputy Commise 
sioner, after considering tho roport, and after calling for euch further explanations, oral or 
written, a8 he may deem nec-svary, shall be of opinion that the land apphed for cannot be 
granted under the rule, aid should not therefore be surveyed, be will record an order to 
that effect. An appeal will lie from sach order to the Commissioner of the Division af 
preferred within 30 days from the date of the order. 

18. If the Deputy Commissioner decides tuat the land applied for cau be granted under 
the rules, and should therefore be surveyed, he will record an ordor to that effect. 

14, The Deputy Commissioner shall at once send a copy of any order passed nnder 
Rule 13 to the Oonservator of Forests, im order tiat an estimate may be made by the Forest 
Department of the value of any forest trees standing on the land. ‘I'he Conservator of Foresta 
will depute an officer to examine the land and make a detailed report, a copy of which will be 
allowed to the appheant, suggesting tne average rate per acre at whivh payment should be 
mude for such trees. Such officer, in valuing the timber, shall have regard to irs present market 
value on tne spot, and to the local circumstances of the case, the accessiulity of the grant, and 
the proapect of markets for timber beeomimg available during tue currency of the lease. The 
Couservat or will carefully examine the report, and furwatd it to the Deputy Commissioner 
with euch remarks and alt-rations as he may think aecessary, If tue Deputy Commussioner, 
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on receipt of the Conservator’a decision, sees reason to object to the. proposed rate per acre, he 
may refer the matter to the Qommissioner, who shall take the orders of the Board of Revenue 
and of Government on any point on which he and the Conservator may eventually differ. 

15. If the Deputy Commissioner finds the land, or any part of it, in tne ocenpation 
of any person or persons or of any village community, he will submit a full report of the 
siroamstanoes for the orders of the’ Oommissioner, stating in detail how he proposes to deal 
with such prior occupants, and, if it is proposod to remove them, the compensation, if any, 
which the applicant undertakes to pay to such persons. If the Deputy Commissioner 
declines to propore the removal of such occupants, an appeal shall liv to the Commissioner 
within thirty days after the record of an order by the Deputy Commissioner declining to 
propose the removal, The Commissioner will report bis orders in all such cases fur the 
information of the Board of Revenue. 

16. If any claim or objection be preferred under Act XXIII of 1868, the Deputy 
Commissioner will proceed to dispose of the same in accordance with the provisions of 
that Act. 

17. The officer who made the enquiry provided for by Rules 10 to 12 will, on receipt 
of an order to that effect from the Deputy Commissioner, proceed to point out to the 
wrveyor the boundaries of the land applied for, and such prominent featurea in it as may 
de useful for the parposes of the survey, and which should, in his opinion, be entered in 
the preliminary lease as hereinafter provided, The boundaries and other features above 
nentioned should bo clearly marked and dvfined by the officer in presence of the surveyor, 
and the latter should be furnished with a list of them sigued by the said officer. 

18. The surveyor will then proceed to make tho survey and put up such temporary 
voundary marks as are necessary for that purpose. He must prepare a map showing— 


(2)—AAll natural features of the country lying within the boundaries as fixed by the 
officer who made the enquiry under Rules 10 to 12, eg., bheels, streams, 
forest clumps, &c. 

(imSuch features of the country lying outside the boundary of the land to be 
surveyed as may serve to identify the latter and conuect it with the revenue 
survey or other existing mup. 

(c)—The total area within the boundaries after deductions of arcas for roads or otber 
Government reserves, jotes, &., and the net area of the grant. 

(4 —Yoints at which permanent or other marke should be erected by the lessee. 


The surveyor is bound to bring to the notice of the Deputy Commissioner any fact 
vbich may come to his knowledge in the course of the survey, rendering it advisable that the 
and he is surveying should not be granted under these rules. He is particularly bound to 
wring to notice any need for pablic reads aoruss the lands he surveys, and if the Deputy 
Jommissioner coucurs with tho surveyor in this matter, the road or roads should be marked 
f on the ground and on the map, and the area to be oveupied thereby abould be deducted 
rom the rent-paying area of the grant. 

19. The map should ordinurily be on a scale of 16 inches to the mile, If possible, the 
urveyor’s field-byok should be copied at the back of it. If not, a cony of the field-book 
hould be attached to or accompavy the map, If the map be mado originally in the 
ernacular, the Deputy Commissioner will eause iv to be translated into Knglish, 

20, On the map being comploted, it must bo checked by an officer appointed by the 
Yeputy Commissioner. If found to be incorrect, it will be amended by the surveyor in 
onjunction with the officer above mentioned, If found to be correct, it will be laid before 
he Dennty Commissioner with the report of the officer wbo made the preliainary enquiry 
inder Rules 10 to 12, and with all other papers connected with the case, 

21. The Deputy Commissioner will then proceed to consider the application, A date 
or this purpose must be previously fixed by him, and due notice of it given to the applicne 
r to bis authorized agent. 

22. The Deputy Commissioner shall have power to reject an application at any etae 
f the proceedings under tbe rules, if he sees reason to do sv, refunding in such case to thie 
pplicant the deposit made by him on account of survey, minus such an amount as it may 
2em to the Deputy Commissioner fair to retain in consideration of the expenses incurred. 
f, however, the application is rejected for a reason which could not reasonably be anticipated 
nder these rules, no portion of the deposit muney shall be retained. He is authorized to 
sject an spplication when he does not consider that there is a ond fide intention on the part 
t the applicant to cultivate in tea the land applied for, or when it avpeare desirahie to reserve 
he land tor cultivation other than tes, or Zo preserve any forest. standing on it, An appeal 
gaingt every euch order of rejection shall lie to the Commissioner of the Division, if preferred 
vithin thirty days of the date of the order. 

28, If the Deputy Commissioner grant the application, he will without delay grant tha 
pplicant 5 Irase in Form A annexed, and call upon him to execute a counterpart thereof, 
which muet. be registered, abd to pay for forest trees the sum aesvased under Rule 14, Pay- 
went for these may be made by instalments with the sanction of the Board of Revenne, 
vbich qill only be given when the Board are fully satisfied of tho good faith and solvency 
£ the applicant. In sucb case the dates and amounts of the inetalments sball be endorsed 
pon the lease, end the lessee must covenant that, in the event of his throwing op bis leare, 
 ontetanding instalmente .shali be forthwith recoverable from bim under the Public 
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Demands Recovery Act, whether the timber on the grant has been out by him or not; 
but he shall have no further right to fell or remove timber from the grant. 

24. When granting the lease the Deputy Commissioner shull also direct the lessee to 
mark out the land leased, within threa months of the granting of the lease, by a continuous 
teench, or by clearing the jungle for a breadth of at least twelve feet alone the boundaries, 
or in such other manner as the Deputy Commissioner may direct, and by erecting boundary 
marke at the points indicated on the map. . 

These boundary marks may be of masonry, or of stone, or hollow iron telegraph poste 
filled with clay or chinglo, as tne Deputy Commissioner may dircet; and he will decide on 


their shape and dimensions. 
25, Oa the expiry of the three months, the surveyor shall test the correctness of the 


boundary lines and aseoituin if the boundary warks have been orected and im their proper 
places, and report the result to the Deputy Qommussioner, at the same time pointing out to 
the lesnee or his representative, by written notice, any mistakes or omissious that may be 
found. If the mistakes or omissions are not rectified or eupplied by tho lessee or his re- 
presentutive within sixty days of the reveipt of such notice, the lesees or his representative 
shall be liable to a finc, not excerding Rs, 5Q per day, trom tne date of the expiry of such 
noties till the requirements of tue notice have teen complied with. If at the expiration of 
thirty more days tie wistukes and omrsions aro not rectafied, the lessce’s righte in the 
land will be hable to forfeiture, 

26. If upon any inspection bem made it shall be found that owing to the nagleot of the 
grantee thu b uadary lines and boundary marks of bis giant have erther never been cleared 
aad erected in accordance with instructions received by him, or have been allowed to fall out 
of repair or become covered with jungle in euch » manner that without a resurvey of the 
entire boundary hne the exact posin im of sucn bouud ity marks or hnes cannot be ascertained, 
the Deputy Cmmissioner may direct that such resurvey be made, and may recover from the 
grantee such sum not exceeding Rs 78 per acre of grant as may suffice to defray the cost of 
such resurvey. Alistcn sums shail by recoverable under the Pubhe Demands Recovery Act 
as aforesnid. 

27, Fines, cost of notices served, of clearing boundaries, of cracting or repairing 
boundary marks, or any other money thit may become das fro a les-ees to Government, gnall 
he deemed to be a demand under the Beuzal Council Act VIL of 1480, or any other law for 
the ree very of public demunds that may be in furce at tbe time, and ehall be recoverable us 
such. 

28. Whenever, after receipt of an application, as provided for in Rule 3, and after making 
such enquiries ax he may deem necessary, the Deputy Commissioner shail be of opinion that there 
is no prema /acse objection whatever to the zrant under the rules of tae land applied for, ha may 
put the applicant 1m prelumnary and provisional possession of an area not exooeding one-eightn 
of the estimated area of the land applied for, with the object of enabling the applicant to mak: 
preparations fur commeneing cultivation and getting the land inorder: provided that the 
apolicaut, before obtaining sach preliminary possession, shall Lave cleared the boundaries, and 
erected euch temporary boundary maiks round the whole of the area applied for as the 
Deputy Oomunesioner may direct, and that the amount of all estimated charges incurred iu 
oonnection with such pretiminsry vecupation shail have been deposited by the applicant : 
provided further that the apolicaut shall engage in writing: to pay the cost of anv trees felled, 
at euch rate as may be determined by the Forest Department after inspection of the laad under 
Rale 14; and provided forther that the applicant shall take ou himvelt all rivk of loss 
occasioned by othor eltims heing preferred t, the land, ot by his application being eventually 
rejected, or from any ocher canse whatsoever. Such preliminary and provisional possession is 
not to be regarded aa fixing the date of entry upon the grant. 

29, The order fur, and conditions of, such prelimioary occupation chall be in Form B 
annexed, and shall be addressed to tne teheliar, or other officer appointed by the Deputy 
Ogmmusrione:. 4 copy of the order shall be delivered to the applicant at the time of giving 
preliminary possession by the officer who gives it, the officer signing and dating it then and 
there, Tho original order address: to the tebsildar, or other officer, shall be signed by tha 
applicant on th dute he recvives possession in acknowledgment thereof, and the tehsildar or 
otner officer shall forward such original order, with his report written on the back of it, to the 
Deputy Commissioner for record in his office. 

80. If any transter of an appheation for land iw desired before the graat-of the prelimi- 
nary kease, and af soch a transfer is allowed,* if must be registered within twenty-one deys 
of the issue-of the order allowing the transfor, or within three months if the deed be execated 
out of India, and a registration fee of two annas an acre must be paid. 

SL. If wfter the survey an applicant shall .tail to comply with any request of the 
Depaty Commissioner maude in sccordanoe with the rules, or fail to deposit any sume of 
money for which the app.icant is lable under them, within two months, the spplication may 
be struck off. 

32. Grantees are not permitted to olub or emalgamate their grants otherwise than by 
transfers duly registered, as provided ‘for in the preliminary Jease. Any unauthorised 
amalgamation will subject the holders of the grants in question to forfeiture of all rights ia 
the lands so amalgamated,

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83. In the event of the amalgamation of two or more separate grants held by two or 
more different lesséis for the purpose of forming an association, or for any other purpose, the 
fee of two annas per acre, prescribed under the conditions of the lease for registiy of the 
transfer, shall be lened on the aguregaic area of all the grants.

86. IE tle lessee 1s at anv tine fund, by survey or otherwise, ts be in porscssicn of land 
an excess of the acreage for which he has pad rent, he shall pay rent, at che rates parable. by 
him for the grant itself, for ench cxecss land, whether at Je withm or without the boundancs 
desertbed in the cage or map, from one year aficr the date he reccived possession (prelimmary or 
otherwiso) of the grant, or uny portien of it, unlo-s it a5 establist cd to the eatistaction «f the 
Deputy Commissioner th it no possession of tle excess land was tiken until arta: the gi int of 
the renewed Icase, in which cate rent shall le payable from the dite of the expuation of the 
preliminary Tease.

(2) —Lands which by a notifeunon m thy Cufvu/ta Qusette are held to constitute a 
reserve for the supply of timbo, ful, grazing, or way other arucle of general 
and puble consumption, 

(4). —Lands not inclu ied in the aueve caresory, but which now bear Ladia-rubber trees 
or other valuable timber (such as sil, khair, chelownee, isso, &e.), da consi= 
derable quantitica 10 compact, blocks or patches, 

(c).—Landa m respect of wien any person or persona or any village community possess 
lights of oceupan y, or ncn ober rights or privileres as would, iu the opioron 
of the Local Government, render it impolitic or unadvisable to grant such 
Janda to any other person or persons, 

(@.—Lands Iving within a distanos of 60 fet on either mde from the centre of any 
ble toad or thorouzhfare, provided tat such road or thoroughtare shall 
have heen constructed or shall be kept in repaic from publ ¢ funds. 

(e) —Lands which the L cal Government inay at any time, by a notificstion in the 
Cakutta Gaz tte, expressly exempt trom the operation of these rules.

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Pnicz-Lists of staple food-crops, under section 89 of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act VIII of 1885, are, under existing orders, prepared on two market days in 
the month, in accordance with rule 3, Chapter II of the rules published by 
this Government in the Caleutta Gazeite of the 28rd December 1885. Under 
section 39 of the Bengal Tenancy Act these price-lists, which are intended for 
the guidance of the Civil Courts in the determination of rates of rent, shall be 

wepared monthly or at shorter intervals, and fortnightly lists were, in the first 

instance, prescribed as in the case of the returns of prices-current of food-grains, 

firewood, and salt, published for executive purposes. In noticing and supporting 

a suggestion put forward by the Collectors of the 24-Pergunnahs, and approved 

by the Commissioner of the Presideney Division, that in future these price-lists 
should be prepared monthly instead of fortnightly as at presont, the Board of 
Revenue remarked, in paragraph 229 of their Report on the Land Revenue 
administration during the year 1886-87, that although the price-lists were 
regularly prepared, and published locally for criticism in accordance with the 
procedure laid down, little or no interest appeared to be taken in them, and 
no objections were even made to the prices recorded even when palpably 
incorrect. The proposal commends itself to the Lieutenant-Governor, 
who is of opinion that the important point in connection with tho issue of 
these lists is not that they should appear with frequency, but that they 
should be as accurate as possible, and His Honour accordingly directs that, 

from the date of the publication of this Resolution in the Caleutia Gazette, 
the two amended rules annexed shall be substituted for the existing rules 
8 and 4 in Chapter II of tho Rules under the Tenancy Act. For the purpose 
of securing accuracy in the returns, supplementary instructions will be issited: 
by the Board of Revenue, and these should be strictly observed by the officers 

concerned in their proparation.* 

2. Schedule II, attached to the Rules under the Tenancy Act, shows the 
local areas and marts originally fixed for the record of prices for the prepara- 
tion of the price-lists prescribed hy section 89, but since the publication of 
this schedule, changes have been made in the local areas and marts prescribed 
therein, and the staples, of which prices are to be recorded, have been sepa- 
rately fixed by © notification of the 29th April 1886. his notification again 
hos been modified by the subsequont notifications mentioned in the preamble 
to this Kesvlution, and the Lieurenant-Governor has decided to make a further 
alteration, in order to constitute the whole of the Pabna district as one local 
area, price-lists being prepared at the Sudder station only, It being desirable 
that the schedule should be brought up to date, the Lieutenant-Governor 
takes advantage of the opportunity now afforded, and directs that from the 
date on which this Resolution appears in the Calcutta Gazette, the amonded 
schedule heroto annexed shall be substituted for the existing Schedule II at 
present attached to the rules.

If communication with the rhore is 
desired, the Health Officer shall go alongside the vessel, and, after all 
necessary enquiries, shall direct the Commander to take the vessel to the 
quarautine anchorage duly appointed and noufied in that behalf by the 
Kesdent, there tc remain fora period of seven days from the date of 
arrival, or for the shorter period prescribed in Rale IV, and undergo dis- 
infection, which should apply as well to crew, passengers, effcots, and 
suspectible goods,

The following Notice to Mariners, issued by the Britich Admiralty, London (No. 115 of 
the year 1888), 18 re-published with reference to Nos, 61 (1) and 54, dated respectively the 
19th August and 15th September 1887, aud previous orders on the subject, issued by this 
Department. ' 

With x ference to Notice to Mariners, No. 190 of 1887, on reported sunken rocks 
northward of Jebel Zukur island :-— 

Telegeapbic information has been received from Lieutensnt and Commander T. F. 
Pullen, H. M’s, Surveying Vessel Stork, that he has found a small coral patch, with a least 
depth of 15 fort, situated mn Tat. 14° 22’ 8” N, long 42° 41°32” E. 

This 1s undoubtedly the danger on which the steam vessela Avocet and Teddington 
struck daring last year. It hes midway between the two best positions, which, from con- 
flicting evidence, could be assigned to the respective vessels when they struck. The depths 
around the ruck are 28 to Su fathoms. . 

The Stork’s scarch is the fourth that has been made by H. M’s. ships before this small 
danger has been re-discovered. 

‘Vessels passing down the Red Sea should keep to the westward of this rock, and should 
remember that irregular lateral currents sometimes set across the seas and if, when on the 
homeward voyage, they pass eastward of Abu Ail, care should be taken to steer to the 
westward after rounding that islaud, until Jebe) Zukur summit bears about S.S.1. $ E. 

There 1 little doubt that the loss of the Avocet was due to one of the lateral currente 
above mentioned, as not only was the steam vessel St. Oswald in company witi the Avocei, 
alsoto the eastward of the correct track, but other vessels passed on both sidcs of the two 
vesscls while stopped to save the crew of the Arocet.
